It ig one of the good points of cocked 
hat that the race in it is neither to the 
swift nor to the strong, but to the ac- 
curate. 

In- this pas\me, more than any other in- 
deor sport, the individuality of the play- 
er has a chance to assert itself, and out of 
every 12 men who play the game You will 
find at least half that number of varying 
styles.

“A second John Marshall” is the title un- 
@rudgingly bestowed by the older genera- 
tion of St. Louls lawyers on Samuel Treat, 
War judge of the United States District 

whose funeral i held here 


Since the great expounder of the consti- 
tution no jurist has done more pioneer 
work in interpreting the federal law and 
establishing its powers than was done by 

Treat in his 30 years of service in 
Bt. Louis. 
_ Business changes requiring new principles 
of law and political conditions which made 
St. Louis the center of civil strife called 
him repeatedly to step wholly outside the 
realm of legal precedent. ‘In his term on 
the bench, from 1857 to 1887, he formulated 
an essential part of the principles which 
now govern federal tribunals. 

As the representative of fedefal law in 
St. Louis during the civil wdr, his services 
became of superlative value. While the 
forces of Lyon and Sigel traversed Mié- 
souril asserting by arms the authority of 
the United States, Judge Treat, on the 
bench, rendered services of no less im- 


portance. 

That he had never tasted military life 
was a fact to which Judge Treat sometimes 
alluded with regret. He had planned to 
join the command of Gen. Phil Kearney 
in the Mexican war, but his plans had been 
interfered with. Had he carried out his 
purpose at this time a soldier of ordinary 
value might have been gained and a judge 
of supreme worth lost. 

A YANKEE BY BIRTH. 

Born in 1815 in Portsmouth, N. H., Sam- 
wel Treat was educated in that state, and 
was a boyhood friend of Franklin Pierce, 
®y whom, as President, he was afterwards 

appointed to the federal bench. 
In the class of '37 at Harvard he took his 
ie with the late Senator William M. 
Among his early legal friends 
' + Were Justices Miller, Brewer and Catron, 
- ater of the United States Supreme Court, 
\, end Judge John F. Dillon, now on the fed- 

eral bench in New York. 

When he came to St. Louis fn 1841 he had 
the thorough legal training gained by study 
under Joel Parker of New Jersey, one of 
thé noted lawyers of his time. Other 

sources of income were necessary at the 
Outset, and the young lawyer gave most 
of his time to newspaper work. 


OPPOSED THOMAS H. BENTON.

UNPRECEDENTED CASES. 


One after another, questions entirely new, 
growing out of the war, were presented to 
him. The most frequent of these cases in- 
volved the persons and property of ad- 
herents of the Confederacy. 
Cases involving hundreds of thousands 
of bales of cotton, seized by the federal 
troops, came before Judge Treat early in 
the war. In come cases, the claimants 
were Englishmen, so that the questions in- 
volved were international ones. These 
questions were decided so ably that none 
of his decrees Was ever reversed. 

The income tax, a war measure, similar 
to the income tax wiftch was enacted a few 
years ago, brought many intricate ques- 
tions before him. . Another source of con- 
tention in many cages was the recruiting 
of minors into the army and the frequent 
applications for release from army service 
on this ground and under the draft. 
Admiralty cases crowded the docket of 
Judge Treat’s court during the war. We 
regard admiralty law today as relating 
only to salt water, but then it was one ot 
the most important branches of practice 
here. : 

At that time, it must be remembered, the 
river front was lined with steamboats for 
miles. ‘Fhe shipping trade was immense. 
Controversies over collisions, wages, lia- 
bility for supplies, all came under admiral- 
ty jurisdiction, and during the days of the 
Confederacy these cascs presented many 
difficulties. 

During the later period of the war the 
bankruptcy law came to be a most frult- 
ful sdurce of important cases. There were 
a thousand such cabes whéfre there is gone 
today. Mere, too, were questions wholly 
new to be dealt with. Judge Treat’s court 
was the bankruptcy court, and during 1563, 
when financial depression was heavily felt 
in St. Louls, bankruptcy cases were be 
fore him daily. The volume of these cures 
was so large that the business welfare of 
the city was dependent on the duc protec- 
tion of creditors by the federal! court. 
The rapid development of fire, Jife and 
marine insurance business at that period 
brought before him many more neW cases, 
and he became known as an authurity in 
this class of cases. 


JUDGE TREAT IN RIOT TIMES. 
In the riots of 1877 growing out of the 
strike of locomotive engineers, the city was 
confronted with a crisis such as it had not 
seen since the war. Across the river the 
disturbances became acute, and threats 
were made that the east end of the Eads 
bridge would be destroyed. 

The owners of the bridge applied for a 
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the law, and are frequently quoted in the 
handling of this class of cases at present. 
This familiarity with the internai reve- 
nue laws especially fitted Judge Treat to 
deal with the whisky ring cases of 15875, 
which followed the unearthing of conspira- 
cles to defraud the government. He was 
one of the judges who sat on these cases. 
An interesting and pecullar class of cases 
with which he had to deal grew out of the 
New Madrid earthquake and the granting 
oy the government of new farms tv those 
who rad lost their land in that disaste-s. 
Counterfeiting became a very common 
offense at one time during Judge Treat's 
term. His severity in dealing with these 
offenders, alded by effective work ef the 
United States marshal and his deputicsg, 
mode this evil,craft unpopular: and broke 
up well organized gangs of counterfelters. 


SALARY WAS MEAGER. 


It should be remembered ihat the man 
who rendered all these services received 
a salary of only $3500 a year. Immediately 
after his retirement the salary was raised 
to $5000. Had Judge Treat’s salary been 
measured by ordinary legal standards of 
value it would have been not less than $20.- 
000 a year. He never complained of the 
smaliness of his salary as compared. with 
the salaries of other federal judges, but did 
protest against requirements that he 
should serve on government commissions 
for different purposes. Hie riggtly hela 
that all his time was needed for his juditial 
duties, and I think he succeeded in being 
released from the different services re- 
quested by the government.

Judge Treat's career emphatically demon- 
strates that’ the faithful civil officer,. in 
time of war or in time of peace, can render 
as high service to his country as the brav- 
est and most able leader on the weld of 
battle.

PUZZLING LAND GRANT CASES. 

Under the treaty of 1803 with France, the 
French and Spanish land grants of prior 
date were confirmed, and under successive 
laws, enacted in 180, 1812 and 1336 commis- 
sions were empowered to pass on these 
claims. which covered practically all the 
land in St. Louis. 

The law passed soon after Judgé Treat’: 
appointment, placed the matter eatirely 
under the jurisdiction of his court. Thozre 
who had not proved up their claims at onc- 
brought them before Judge Treat, and 
many contests resulted. The evidence rest- 
ed in many cages on the statements old 
French or Spanish settlers that such a per- 
son had owned such a lot before the Louls- 
lana Purchase. As more than half a cen- 
tury had elapsed and the old boundary 
marks were largely effaced, these cases 
were very intricate and puzzling. Thev 
were mostly disposed of in the first four 
years of Judge Treat's term, before the 
outbreak of the war.

Persian ladies wear the long full trousers, 
gathered at the ankle. White linen and 
white silk and delicate colors for indoor 
habits are worn. The outdoor costume is 
a huge one piece black garment and white 
vell that conceals face and figure. 

The Tusreg women of South Algeria are 
masses of jelly from artificial d‘tet. Fat is 
believed to be beauty among them. They 
wear arlong tunic and baggy trousers of the 
same cloth, usually of black cotton. They 
wear hide sandals and a black veil when 
strangers are present. The women are well 
educated and own property in independence 
of their husbands. The wives are not 
obliged to contribute to the family supfiort, 
and so are often more wealthy than the 
husband, who wears trousers, but also 
wears a veil, which he does not take off for 
meals or for sleep. 

The Hussa women 
wear loose, baggy trousers 
reaching below the knees.

\CIENCE is still in a semi-speculative 
S state as to the whys and wherefores 
but we know some of the facts reia- 
tive to the sensations produced by colora. 
They are the sensations produced by light 
in which all the colors are contained. We 
knew that some colors irritate, and that 
other colors have a soothing, restful ef- 
fect. We ere beginning to attach thera- 


peutic value to the violet rays produced by 
Tesla’s alternator and the Crookes tube. 


These rays are being used in«the treat- 
ment of that skin disase known as lupus, 
a tubercular excrescence. Some years ago 
we had the blue glass craze. Thisgrew out 
of the theory that the bright yellow rays 
were a strain on the eye and that were 
they passed through blue glass, they would 
be changed tnto blue violet which wvuuld 
be restful to the muscles vf the iris, a 
thin colored curtain or shutter stretched 
vertically in front of the aqueous chamber 
of the eye infrontof the crystalline lens, 
and of the oontracting aperture of the iris, 
the pupil. The iris and the pupll act a» 
protectors of the other organs of virlun 
from the strain likely to be given them by 
the sudden thrusting upon them of unex- 
pected floods of light. It is «ertain that 
the chief*color of light is red. It may be 
presumed, therefore, that too much red 
v ould be the cause of abnormy! exvitation 
of the optic nerve, were it -udd-riy «ad- 
mitted.

He commanded me to show what the gun 
would do in the killing line, and, pointing 
to a slave 100 yards away, ordered me to 
shoot him. 

I protested against this, but with a ter- 
rible frown the dato again told me to shoot 
the slave, and: I. was compelled to do so. 
After that I shot and killed a caribou, and 
the dato was satisfied. 

I then began my work with the Moros. 
I constructed.a rifle range, and we began 
to practice, but I could not get the little 
fellows to shoot from the shoulder, as the 
old rifles invariably kicked them over when 
they essayed to. 

I knew nothing of military tactics, but I 
drilled my men in the art of guerrilla: war- 
fare, showing them how to keep covered, 
advancing and firing in open order. They 
enjoyed the sport hugely, for a’ Moro is a 
born fighter and loves war for its own 
sake. 

It took some time to get my “army” into 
shape, so that they would not shut their 
eyes and turn their heads away when they 
fired their rifles. I had made the more in- 
telligent of therm officers, and my 2000 men 
were in good fighting trim.

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What the Trust Compa- 

nies Do for the Publie 

and How They Conduct 

Their Business---Some 

Interesting Facts Con- 

cerning the Work of the 
Mercantile Agencies. 

ILLIONS of dollars are handled dai- 

ly by the banks and trust coth- 

panies of St. Louis and a small 

army of clerks are kept busy attending to 

other people’s business. 

Money is not the only thing handled, 
and a trust company’s vaults are veri- 
table curiosity shops. ‘ 

Bank presidents are busy men, and 
spend long hours at their desks directing 
the movements of their assistants. 

Wholesalers co-operate with the mer- 
aantile agencies in establishing an im- 
partial credit system. 

. THE BANKS. 
HE idea is prevalent that the life of 
T a bank president is one long, sweet 

. dream, with office hours from 1 
o'clock until 3, with an hour for dinner 
and nothing to 4o but read the daily papers. 

This is a mistaken idea, and to those 
who are informed as to the inside workings 
of the large banking institutions in the 
city the life of a bank official means hard 
work and lots of #. In.some instances the 
work is more arduous than any other line 
of business or professidnal enterprise. 

As a rule the president of a bank is at 
his desk at 8 o'clock, and does not leave 
the office, unless to attend a directors’ 
meeting, until 5 o'clock. 

To the average person who goes to a 
bank to make their daily deposits and to 
draw checks all |.\\ks are similar, but the 
business transacted by 6ne may be as dif- 
ferent from the others as that of a shoe 

, Store from a drug store. 

In St. Louis there is the bank that does 
@ general banking business, the bank that 
handles mainty the interests of large cor- 
porations and railroads; another one ca- 
ters largely to the reserve accounts of 
out-of-town banks; there is the one that 
fie situated in the residence district and 
which offers inviting facilities to ladies. 

One or Bt. Louie’ large banks employ 
1% clerks beside the officers and direotora, 
who take an active part in the adminis- 
tration of the institution. 

The president is the head of the bank, 
and he with the vicypresident, cashier, 

- assistant cashier, auditor, manager of the 
foreign exchange department, is oclected 
by the board of Mrectors, who outline the 
policy of the bank. The president, how- 
ever, has fulkauthority to act on his own 
§udgment in all matters pertaining to the 
genera] business of the institution. 

The vice-president attends to certain 
city discounte aand has under him the 
cashier and assistant cashies, whe has 
Charge of the reeerve vault, all advertis- 
ing and part of the city exchange. 

The cashiers receive the reports from 

the heads of the different departments, 
who are responsible for overdrafts. The 
assistant cashier has under him a sorter 
who sorts the checks and credits accord- 
ing to books and items received from 
the note teller. He has charge of the pay- 
Ing and receiving tellers; the manager of 
the mail collection department; a large 
force of bookkeepers; statement clerks; 
_@anceled voucher clerks; machine clerks, 
'whe do work such as canceling checks 
and manipulating the adding machines, 
and all passbook clerks. 

Under the cashier is also the manager 
of the collection department who buys 
Commercial paper for out-of-town ac- 
counts, and who examines all paper that 
goes through that department and proves 
timing of colicctions. 

The chief clerk has general charge of the 
office under the president, and looks after 
the note teller and assistanmts and manager 
of currency, who weighs gold and separates 
old bills from national bank notes. 

A busy department is that of the tellers. 
The roceiving teller receives all deposits 
and handles all cash. The paying teller has 
many assistants, a lady teller, a railroad 
teller, a draft teller and a draft writer. 

Bach Gepartment is examined by the 
auditor whencver he thinks it necessary, 
and his report is submitted to the directors. 
He has an assistant, a reconcilement clerk 
and an out-of-town clerk, besides his ste- 
nographers. 

The assistant chief clerk has a busy cor- 
ner. He fills vacant positions each morn- 
the from his general men, keeps the pen- 
sion fund and runs the lunchroom. He has 
under him a force of men capable of en- 
tering any department and taking up the 
work where it was left off by some clerk 
who might happen to be taken suddenly 
ill or who goes on a vacation. 

Every bank maintains a legal! 
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ment, and this department is an important 
one where the financial institution finances 
railroads or million-dollar corporations. 
The life in a bank fairly hums with the 
activity of daily commercialism, deals of 
huge magnitude are transacted with sur- 
prising swiftness, and millions of dollars 
are handled repeatedly during the banking 
hours, which are in the busiest seasons of 
the year from 7:30 and 8 o'clock until 5:50 


and 6 o'clock. 
] necessary for an individual to man- 
age his or her own affairs. Where one 
has a business of large proportions and 
sufficient outside means to make profitable 
investments, ‘but not the time to d@ote 
to such transactions, the numerous trust 
companies supply the lacking. facilities, 
coupled with the best minds, thoroughly 
trained and a multiplicity of efficient 
counsel. 

The growth of the trust company business 
in St. Louls is [Kittle short of marvelous, 
but the conditions are such as to warrant 
the extension of this form of financial en- 
terprise.

THE TRUST COMPANIES. 
N this age of progress it is almost un- 


in general haye neither the 
time nor the experience to handle their 
business affairs successfully, and it is to 
this class, as well as to the trained finan- 
cler, that the trust companies offer their 
services at a consideration that seems 
small. 4 

A trust company conducts business on 
lines similar to a bank, but in many ways 
the two forms of financial enterprises are 
widely .different. There are a number of 
departments in a trust company that do 
not exist in a bank and which a bank is 
not authorized by law to conduct. 

The business of the average trust com- 
pany is classified into five departments, 
financial or money deposit, trust or fidu- 
ciary, bond or investment, real estate and 
safe deposit-or storage vaults. 

Usually a trust company is authorized by 
law to execute all manner of trusts, to act 
as executor, administrator, trustee, guar- 
dian, curator and register and transfer 
agent of bonds; to become surety on all 
bonds required by law to be given, and to 
act as receiver and financial agent for non- 
residents. 

The bond department is under the super- 
Vision of a man well versed in the stock 
ahd bond business and who is capable of 
buying and selling high-grade investment 
securities and executing commission orders. 

The work performed.in these two de- 
partments is foreign to a bank, with an 
occasional exception, where securities are 
purchased for a customer merely out of 
accommodation. 

The figancial department of a trust com- 
pany receives deposits,” and is compelled 
by the laws authorizing their existence to 
pay interest on all deposits, either time, 
saving or check accounts, and cannot loan 
money except on gilt-edge collateral. 

A bank is permitted by its charter to 
loan money on credit to a busipess house 
and to accept a note as security. Thou- 
sands of dollars are thus loaned, and in a 
very few instances is collateral ever put up. 

A practical real estate business is car- 
ried on in the real estate department of a 
trust company, and large estates are han- 


“ 


dled, sold, rented and appraised. Taxes are 
paid and property insured. 

One of the most Important departments, 
and one largely vsed by the public, is the 
safe deposit department. Here is stored 
all manne of things. Trunks, boxes, 
bags, silverware, and costly jewelry and 
valnahle securities. 

The business done in this department has 
grown to such proportions that a special 
delivery department is maintained to call 
at one’s house to secure and deliver all 
articies to be stured. 

Trust compantes make a specialty of at- 
tending to the affair of women, and the 
apartments set aside for the lady pa- 
trons of the institutions arc arranged in 
the most converient style. Here a lady 
may answer her correspordence and meet 
her friend by appointment after an uafter- 
noon or morning of shopping. 

In fact, every convenience Tor the com- 
fort of ladies is supplicd and handsomely 
furnished recepticn rooms with toilet room 
adjacent ars now considered 4 necessary 
part of the trust companies’ olfices. At- 
tendents are stationed in this department 
to administer te the wants of the fair 
customers, 

In one of the &t. Louis trust companies 
the women’s department is under the di- 
rect supervision oi a lady manager, who 
assist: the timid and inexperienced wom- 
an in making up her deposits and in trans- 
acting any and all business with the com- 
pany. 

The offices 
sent many 


trust companies pre- 
feeturea of modern 
architectura] achievements, and tha in- 
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chants in small towns in the extreme West- 
ern and Southern states naturally leads to 
the question of how the credit system with 
these merchants, many of whom never 
come to St. Louis, is operated. 

This giving of credit is done through a 
great enterprise known as the Mercantise 
Agencies, 

To the average mind, mercantile agen- 
cies means perhaps commission brokers. but 
they are not brokers. They handle nothing 
but information and supply this on yearly 
contracts. 

Many wholesale institutions in St. Louis 
have service from two and three agencies, 
and the credit men of these institutions 
rarely send out a large order to'a new cus- 
tomer without first making an “‘inquiry'’’ at 
some one of the different agencies and per- 
haps all of them, 


\ 
A merchant from Texas, who is a strange 
buyer in the local market, after selecting 
his bill of goods, seeks out the credit man 
and asks for 30, 60 or 99 days’ time on the 
bill. He is informed that it will be neces- 
sary for him to furnish the hous@ with a 
“statement’’ of his financial and Business 
affairs. 


This statement consists of an itemization 
of his assets such as cash, stock of mer- 
chandise on hand, accounts and bills receiv- 
able, real estate and fixtures. 


His liabilities must also be shown: these 
consist of accounts due, amount owing on 
merchandise, borrowed money, encum- 
brance on real estate and what portion of 
the same is held in his name and what por- 
lion is held in his wife’s name, and the 
amount he owes secured by notes. 

He is required to furnish a lst of houses 
that he has been buying from and a bank 
reference, 

A copy of this statement with the mer- 
chant’s references is sent with an inquiry 
to the agencies, usually Bradstreets or R. 
G. Dunn, as these two have for the past 
haif century and over been looked upon as 
the universal credit information mediums. 
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Now the real work of the agency begins. 

The-inquiry ticket is received at the win- 
dow by a counter boy, who stamps the date 
and time of receipt on the back. Next it 
goes to the file girl, who looks in the file 
reports on the merchants in cach section 
of Texas. 

If the report is on file it is immediately 
copied on the typewriter by a copyist and 
then“delivered to the wholesale heuBe by a 
“route boy,’’ who is designated thus be- 
cause he goes over a certain route each 
day delivering reports to the same subscrib- 
ers of the agency. 

if the report is satisfactory the credit 
man “O. K.’s"’ the order and the goods are 
shipped. 

When the report is on file the cost of 
supplying them to the subscriber is smail, 
and the contract price, Which is about 331-3 
cents per report, is good returns to the 
agency. 

But if the report is not on fil it fs at 
ence sent for to the office representing the 
company in that field, and the cost of se- 
curing a report often exceeds the price paid 
by the subscriber. At the office in the 
merchant's town his statement is exam- 
ined, and a reporter is sent to his place 
of business armed with a printed blank 
bearing questions similar to those asked 
by the wholesale house. 

Nearly all requests for statements are 
complied with and the two statements are 
compared. If they are different then it is 
evident that the merchant has overlooked 
some item or has purposely inflated his con- 
dition to secure the desired credit. 

Tha reporter takes the statements’ to the 
references given by the merchant and it 
is submittal for corroboraticn. These 
references are termed “authorities’" and 
are quoted as such tn the report, but their 
names are never given. 

As a usual rule the banks will deny or 
affirm the claim to cash, as the banking 
institutions make liberal use of the agen- 
co-operate with them in secur- 
giving reliable information con- 
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cerning the standing of merchants in the@P 
community. 

Information thus given by bankers is 
not considered by the agencies, merchants 
or bankers as a breech of business cti- 
quette. 

While the wholesaier is waiting for the 
report the rating books of the agencies 
are consulted and the merchant's finan- 
cial stunding is given in symbols to which 
each subscriber has a ‘‘key.”’ 

Two days’ time is allowed the agency to 
secure city reports if one is not on file, 
and for reports in other fields — five 
to eleven days are allowed, the time al- 
lowance depending on the distance of the 
merchant's town from the office through 
which the inquiry was made. 

The workings of an agency office is 
something similar to that of a large daily 
newspaper. In St. Louis eight to ten re- 
porters are employed by the agencies 
and they are under a “chief” . reporter, 
who acts in the capacity of a city editor. 
He reads ‘‘copy” on all reports, and keeps 
a sharp watch for libelous statements and 
assertions regarding a merchant's per- 
sonal standing that would be actionable 
through the courts against the agency. 

The reports are then copied by type- 
writer girls, who number about 40 or 50 
strong in the St. Louis agency offices. 

After betnz copled the reports are sent 
out to the subscriber making the inquiry. 
One tis placed on the city file, and one is 
sent to all the cffices ‘interested.’ That 
means to any office that has previously 
made an inquiry on the subject of the re- 
porr. 

Every eix months the city is “revised.”’ 
New statements are secured and trade opin- 
ions from the wholesalers are asked for. 

When the revision of a town is completed 
many merchants are discovered to have 
gone out of business. Their reports are put 
on the ‘“‘out” file, and when, ff ever, the 
merchants re-engages in business, the ‘‘out”’ 
file is run over and thus the agencies finds 
all previous information secured on this 
merchant.

The number he wanted was busy, and thé 
operator told him so. Not after his fashion 
of talking, but in a clear, cool voice that 
had imore effect than my burning of din- 
ners could possibly have caused. 

The man actually thanked her as he hung 
up the receiver. 

They. told me that this was no unusual 
ease. A soft answer truns away wrath 
hundreds of times daily in the telephone 
exchange. 

That was one of the reasons given me by 
Joseph Huber of the Kinloch for employing 
women instead of men as operators. “The 
young ladies are so patient. If seme of our 
subscribers spoko to a man operator as 
they sometimes do to the girls, the man 
would hang up the receiver or else ‘talk 
back,’ ”’ he explained. 

‘Talking back” doesn't do in a telephone 
exchange, neither does “‘rubbering”’ or lis- 
tening to the conversation of subscribers. 
The penalty for the latter offense is im- 
mediate discharge. It can be detected by 
means of the ‘‘sneak wire.’’ 


After the cranky man came a boys 
voice.

Several of the largest private branch tele- 

phone exchanges in the country exists in 
St. Leulz. 

The largest one here is at the Pianters 


Hotel. There are 3% teiephone stations 
connecied with it, all under one roof. Every 
room in the Planters’ House is a telephone 
station. 

The second largest private branch ex- 
change here is that of the Terminal Rall- 
road Co. Its 87 stations are not all under 
one roof. The second largest under one 
reof is that of the Simmons Hardware Co. 
It has 54 stations. Its exchange was in- 
stalled Aur. 16, 1999. It is the pioneer pri- 
wate branch exchange-in this part of the 
West. The Bell Co. operates it. 

The Kinloch’s largest private branch tele. 
phone exchange is in the Meyer Brothers 
Drug Co.’s building. It has 5S telephone 
stations. The St. Nicholas Hotel was the 
first hotel to prqvide telephones for its 
rooms. It bought the phones outright. Its 
system is, therefore, independent. It is 
possible to connect it with the Bell and 


Kinloch citv and outside service, but this 
is done only when there is some great na- 
tional gathering here. All the other private 
branch telephone exchanges are owned and 
operated by the Bell or the Kinloch com- 
panics. 

There are more than @ private telephone 
exchanges in St. Louls and seyeral others 
are under contract.

But without the prt- 
vate branch exchange, the house service, 
not presided over by one giving her full 
time to it, would be necessarily slower, and 
the cost of installatién, which is really an 
interest charge against operation, would be 
much greater. 

f'ake the case of the Planters’ House ex- 
change. There we have 366 telephones. To 
operate these telephones, by way of the 
public exchange, would require the use of 
366 pairs of copper wires. Many of these 
wires would not be In use af all part of the 
time. For not all of the Planters’ rooms, 
in each of which is a telephone, is occu- 
pled all of the time. Under the private 
branch telephone exchange system at the 
Planters we operate 12 trunk lines, one as 
a call wire, one as a generator wire and 10 
for messages. There, you see, we have a 
saving of 34 pairs of copper wires between 
the Planters’ Hotel and the nearest public 
exchange.

HEN a new hotel is needed in a 
city, or a body of capitalists can 
be persuaded by a promoter to 

build one, there are generally many rami- 
fications to tho deal. 

The estate that owns a desirable bit of 
an 
owners’ company is formed to supply the 
money to bulid, financed by a Mg trust 
company, and another company to opvcrate 
the hotel is organized with a practical hotel 
man at its head, and it is “up to him" to 
make the hotel pay. 

This means a great deal more than ap- 
pears on its face. 

The average man who knows nvothiog 
about the inaide working of a big hwtel 
cannot realize all the cualities necessary 
in a hotel manager. Besides being an ex- 
pert financier, he must be an accomplished 
steward and a buyer of everything frum 
linen and silverware down to eggs and 
lard. 

Tie sits in his private office like the pres- 
ident of a great trust company and makes 
the wheels revolve and the life of the hotel 
go on smoothly without apparently doing 
anything. But he must entertain ell who 
have grievances, flatterers, men who have 
to sell all things used in a hotel, pro- 
moters of big hotel .schemes--which are 
rimest daily presented to successful hotel

possible to contro] the destinies of one of 
the great hotels of the day without an 
intimate knowledge of every department of 
the house. 

The first thing to be thought of in the or- 
ganization of a company to run a big hotel 
is the location of the house. Hotels nowa- 
days are built to. excel competition, the 
houee, therefore, must be in the heart of 
the commercial] activity of the city, for it 
is from persons traveling for business, 
rather than pleasure, that the hotel will de- 
rive its revenue. 

So the house must be convenient to ra!)!- 
way stations, wholesale and retail stores, 
banks and the theaters. 

Combining the latest ideas of good living 
with. the capacity for securing the most 
revenue, is the work of the manager. 

The bulk of his guests will be persons ac- 


,.customed te Nving in a manner far above 


the average, and. he must give them what 
they want in the way of dinners, furniture. 
Pictures, music and flowers. 

The traveler whose style of living at 
home is more modest demands much more 
when he is away from it. 

In the running of a big hotel, under the 
direct control of the manager, who js prob- 
ably the owner of a large bidék of the 
company’s stock, are three departments to 
the Individual excellence of which the hotel 
owes its popularity and ‘reputation: 

The guest comes in immediate centact 
with only ene of these, the “front of the 
house” as it is called. This is the office,

the unobtrusive places and things that min- 
ister tu his comfort and give him a sense of 
luxurious living. 

The ‘front of the house’ is the key to 
the hotel situation. It receives the incom- 
ing wuest and sends the outgoer away with 
a-pleasant sense of hospitalfty afierded, a 
handethake and a bid to come again. 

It is the “front of the house’ that takes 
the guest's money and makes the reputa- 
tion for the hotel, but it is the “back of 
the house’ that maintains it, and spends 
the money taken in ut the front. 

The three departments that really make 
the house then are ihe “‘front,”’ the “‘back’”’ 
is as necessary to it's success as the other. 

The destinies of the ‘‘front’’ are controlled 
by the ehief clerk. Every person of mature 
years knows the o2id style of American 
hotel clerk who was magnificent in his soli- 
tary glorg, who wore the loud necktie and 
the dazzling jewel in it, who was affapie 
and shook your hand and Nattered you 
if you were worth while, but who could 
ent the humble guest down with one with- 
ering look. He is gona, thank heaven, 
with the ascendancy of the new idea in 
hoteis. nnd has given place to the unob- 
trusive clerk who is business all the way 
throuch, and who congiders himeelf only 
as an’ integral - part in the scheme that 
makes success by giving the traveler all 
he pays for. 

The chief clerk in an up-to-date hotel is 
what he is worth as a money-getter 
for the house. He must be a glad-hand art- 
ist, with an ability to “sige up” a guest 
without appearing to do so, and to secure 
from him the limit in the way of rates. 
at the same time showing !n an inoffensive 
way that the guest is the one particularly 
desirable, and that the hotel was buiit 
for and ts being maintained for him alone. 

it is marvelous how expert clerks become 
in learning at a glance almost the tastes 
and fotbles of guests, and of catering to 
them in a quiet way. The acme of skill 
in this is in the way it ts forced on them 
without the seeming. The wise American 
who travels Bees’ in a moment pinchbeck 
hospitality and resents it. 

At the “front” room clerks; bookkeep- 
ers, \beliboys "and baggage handlers study

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The second impression made upon the 
guest for popularity is the condition of 
the bedroom into which he is ushered after 
his meeting with the clerks in the “front 
of the house.’’ The army of help required 
to keep bedrooms, halls, dining and loung- 
ing rooms. cleanly and attractive is as- 
tounding to the outsider. 

There are chamber maids, housemen, hall 
maids, scrub women and bell boys, all of 
whom do their work in such a quiet way 
that the guest is not aware of their exist- 
ence, 

A feature of the modern hotel is the as- 
cendency of the so-called ““European pian.’”’ 
This means the renting of lodgings by the 
day, by the guest who takes his meals in 
the place most convenient. 

The big American general dining room, 
with its army of waiters and its lavish 
menu, is gradually giving way to ordinaries, 
grill rooms and breakfast rooms, in which 
the guest orders from the card, bu gen- 
erally pays more for the service than he 
would on the American plan. 

Rapid street railway transit has caused 
fairly good restaurants to spring up in 
parts of cities remote from the buginess 
centers in which a traveler can secure a 
good luncheon or even a fair dinner with- 
out having to return to his hotel. 

In any of the three or four dining rooms 
in the hotel the guest may be served with 
a good table d'hote dinner, a chop or kidney 
and a bottle of beer, or a breakfast of eggs, 
rolis and coffee, according to his inclina- 
tion. 

This plan is hot at all European, but born 
of the strenuous American life which has 
compelled the separation of the rooming 
and dining charges of the hotel, 

The American plan of hotel life is now 
patronized nearly altogether by men trayv- 
eling with their wives and by tourists bent 
on pleasure, 

The proper name fer the new method 
of hotel living Is the “optional plan."’ In 
the old plan, if the hotel had 400 guests a 
day the catering was based on that num- 
ber ahd each paid his proportion, whether 
he ate in the general dining room or not, 


but this was unprofitable owing to the go-- 


ing and coming of a great number of guests 
within an hou ( regulting im a lack of uni- 
formity in the numbers of guests from one 
day to ’ P. Py Wore et Ang ae 


For instance, this morning’ the “house 
count” when the hotel opened for the busi- 
ness of the day was 150 guests registered 
for the American plan, and 200 for the 
European. The chef, who was furnished 
with the “house count,”’ prepares a regular 
breakfast for only 150 guests, but there is 
plenty of food, thanks to mddern cold stor- 
age, to serve as ‘many as may come. 

By noon the arrivals may make the de- 
mands on the American plan to supply 300 
luncheons, and drop back to 100 guests for 
Ginner at 6 o'clock. The optional plan does 
away with waste,. and gives the guest 
just what he wants. It does not load the 
dining table with a plethora of food that 
goes out the back door. 

It is in the ‘*back of the house,” which 
the guest never sees, thit suppties the de- 
tails for his well-being. 

This is presided over by the stewara, a 
most important and hard-working person- 
age. It ia he who has charge of the kitchen 
and bakery, bars.and wine cellar, laundry, 
housekeepers’ department, engine room, 
painters, carpenters, upholsterers, -rilver- 
smiths, call boys and watchmen. 

Every morning he receives requisitions 
from the various departments which he 
must suppiy. The most important comes 
from the cook. To realize the tremendous 
deminds of 100 guests, such as the Pliant- 
ers’ Hotel can accommodate, it is only rec- 
essary to say that it takes #40 cmployes to 
serve them in one way and another

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A BRIDGE ON THE CALZADA ACROSS THE 


At the southwest part of the island there 
is a long narrow neck of land rircling 
northwesterly into the Yucatan channel 
for a distance of ten or fifteen miles. This 
forms Siguanea Bay. 

There is but little doubt that a naval 
station will be located here in the near 
future This would give the United States 
complete control of the Gulf of Mexico. 
The-station at Key West effectually guards 
the passage betweenh Florida and Cuba, 
and the one at this point would command 
the Yucatan channel, besides furnishing 
a splendid military depot when work on 
the Panama canal is begun. 

I am informed that but comparatively 
little work will be necessary in this bay 
to give sufficient depth of water to safe- 
ly float the largest ships, and will afford 
ample room for a large fleet. That the 
hydrographic charts for these waters are 
entirely incorrect was proven\during the 
war with Spain and. many times since by 
various navigators. Only a short time ago 
the revenue cutter plying these waters for 
the purpose of correcting some irregular- 
itles among the sponge fishers who are 
constantly working here, found upon ex- 
amination of the old Spanish chart that 
he should be in dangerous quarters. The 
captain made soundings and found that 
instead of being in danger, he was in 
20 feet of water. 

From the eastern coast of Siguanea Bay 


e 


and extending eastward across the island 
is a clenaga or swamp of considerable width 
which divides the island into two paris, 
the northern being twice the size of the 
southern. This cienaga abounds with croco- 
diles and turtles of immense size. Many 
birds of all sizes and of the most varied cok 
ors are found here. They are so unac- 
quainted with man their tameness is very 
striking. From Siguanea Bay the coast 
line extends northwest to a point directly 
west of the center of the north part of the 
island and then runs northeast to the north- 
west corner. All along this shore and en- 
circling the island the coast is bordered by 
a narrow strip of low swampy land, coverea 
with mangroves. 

This fringe varies in width from a few 
feet to several miles, All the keys, as well 
“as the great clienaga, is covered with the 
same dense growth of mangrove thicket. 
The only river on this coast is the Indios, 
which empties into the bay. 

Leaving the northwest corner of the is- 
land the coast extends in almost an un- 
broken line to the east. Two of the largest 
rivers empty into the sea on this north 
coast. Both are navigable for several] miles. 
The picture of the landing at Nueva Ge- 
rona, the military station of the island, is 
on this river. 

Traveling east from the mouth of this 
river (Casas Rio de Sierra) for a distance 
of eight or ten miles you arrive at “the ex-

treme northeastern carner of the island. 
The coast line from this point on is very 
ragged and extends southeast to a point 
east of the center of the island, thence 
southeasterly to the cienaga. About: half- 
way between these two points is the mouth 
of the Jucaro (pronounced hookero) river. 
This is a beautiful, broad stream, about ten 
miles long and !{s navigable its entire length. 

It is formed by the junction of the Santa 

Fe and Mal Pais rivers, which rise in the 
same mountains but from different sides, 
in the center of the island. The landing 
on the south side of the Jucaro is the 
same name as the river; the one on the 
north Side is Columbia, named after a 
strictly American village on the Santa Ro- 
salia estate. 
. Leaving the cienaga you travel in a south- 
easterly course to the extreme eastern 
point of the island, thence southwest for 
about 20 miles. Here the coast line runs 
due west for a distance of about 25 miles, 
which completes the circuit of the isle. 
All of the south coast, extending to the 
cienaga, is a dense forest, ‘almost impene- 
trable, in which can be found 
dance of fine mahogany, lignumvitae, co- 
coa, cedar and other aromatic and hard 
woods. 

It is believed *by some that this part of 
the island will eventually be planted with 
cocoanuts and made as productive as any 
portion of it. The northern part of the 


an abunt-: 


island has many mountains and rivers and 
rivulets. 

The tallest mountain is in the northeast 
part. It is 1670 feet high and is covered 
with timber to its summit. It is the first 
thing to be seen as you approach the is- 
land from Batabano; then you see g@ld 
Columpo near by, which is only about 3 
feet high, but is very prominent because it 
rises perpendicularly out of the sea. like 
some great Gibraltar. 

The next tallest mountain 
center of the island. It is about 1500 feet 
high, and presents a perfect cone-like 
shape. While it is covered with woods at 
its summit it is more barren than any 
other, and from its peak a good view is 
afforded of the island in every direction.

~ Out of a level plain whose surface is car- 


peted with green, but is easily cleared of 
a scrubby brush of small size, whose roots 
are only on the surface, and can be pulled 
up by hand, but taken as a whole, the ax 
must be used to fell the vast amount of 
pine trees that abound on every hand. 
Some of them will square 10 and 12 inches 
to 80 feet in length. 

We drove for hours through these woods, 
winding about and no sign of road any- 
where. There are two saw mills at pres- 
ent supplying the meager wants of ‘the in- 
habitants with pine lumber. Some of these 
mountains have the finest of marble quar- 
ries, of white, blue and gray, and on. their

face seem to be inexhaustible. One of 
these is the property of Keenan Bros. of 
Pittsburg, Pa., who own 2100 acres of the 
choicest land upon the Island and are mak- 
ing many improvements and have under 
contemplation schemes of great magnitude. 

The day we arrived they turned out the 
first batch of ice from their new plant. 
This was the first ice made on the isle. 
They will make their place a paradise for 
the pleasure of themselves and their 
friends. As soon as the United States gov-' 
ernment administers the affairs of the 
island they will open up the white marble 
quarry and ship to the United States mar- 
ket. 

The quality of this marble is as fine as 
the earth produces for pure white statuary 
and is only a short distance—two miles— 
from Columpo, where the sea affords an 
abundance of water for large vessels. They 
have many acres alrgady planted in tropical 
fruits and are prepared to irrigate it, 
should it ever become necessary. None of 
their land is for sale. 

There are eight rivers in the island 
which have their source in the mountains 
in the center and flow in every direction, 
augmented by springs along their courses 
to the sea.

The richest nian in the world wags joz- 
ging contentedly along a familiar country 
road in a rattly old rig on the way to sce 
the home of his boyhood. He carricd a 
worn black valise, he wore an old hat and 
he talked of the weather and the crops. 

John Davison Rockefeller was born on 
Michigan Hill, Cortland County, N. Y., on 
July 8, 183%. He is thus 68 years olf. When 
he was about 6 years old his parents moved 
to Niles, which {s on the outskirts of Mo- 
ravia. They secured a farm on the hill 
above Lake Owasco and lived there about 
seven years. 

During this time John and his younger 
brother, William, and his elder sister,

mar! rages among several congecutive gen- 
erations.”

He maintains:

Lucy, attended the district school, about 
a mile down the road from the Rockefeller 
farm. 

From Niles the family moved to 
about 6 miles to the south, where they 
secured a small house about two and a half 
triles from the center _pf the town. Here 
there was no farm to be kept up, as the 
property was comparatively small. 

During the four or five years spent in 
OWego John and Willtam were graduated 
from the district school and attended the 
Owego Academy, where they were pupils 
till the family moved to Cleveland. 

At Cleveland John became clerk in a come 
mission house and began to save money. 
Before long he had accumulated several 
hundred dollars and had advanced himeelf 
to a partnership in a new commission firm. 
Then his opportunity came. 

In 1858, when he was but 19 years old, he 
met an Englishman who had invented a 
way for refining petroleum. At that time 
the refining of petroleum Was a very crude 
process, and the oll that was sold Was 
fréquently of very poor quality, having a 
strong odor and an irregular combustibility 
that made it dangerous. 

The Englishman had been fighting pover- 
ty and working on his invention for years, 
and he was much handicapped in his ex- 
periments by lack of capital. Instead of 
being able to experiment with a consider- 
able amount of oil he Was able to buy only 
a barrel at a time, with these occasions 
few and far between. 

He interested John D. Rockefeller in his 
experiments, and at length the coming 
president of the Standard Oil Co. bought 
an interest In the invention With part of 
the money he had saved, and the experi- 
ments were soon brought to a successful 
conclusion. 

With the perfection of this refining pro- 
cess the rise in the fortunes of John D, 
Rockefeller began. 

The Rockefellers came from Hudson, 
Columbia County, to Michigan Hill very 
early in the Gentury. They and a family 
named Stanton were the first settlefa there. 
The hill and all the surrounding country 
were covered with virgin forest, and these 
pioneers cleared every acre of land that 
they put under cultivation. A few years 
after the Rockefellers and Stantons set- 
led the Botce family followed from Mas- 
sachusetts, and these three families formed 
the nucleus for what afterward became a 
prosperous scttlement. 

Godftey W. Rockefeller, with his fam- 
ily and a brother, were the forefathers of 
the Rockefellers in the region. Godfrey was 
John D.'s grartdfather. 

In Godfrey's family there were nine chil- 
drn, among them William A., the father 
of John D.; David, Nortman, 
and two gifis. Wililam is the only one 
of the nine known in the village to be still 
living. A grandson of Godfrey's brother, 
whose name is Simeon Rockefeller, is living 
on the old Rockefeller homestead, on Mich- 
igan hill, and Salli A., the widow of Eg- 
bert, who died about two years and a half 
ago, is living in Hartford Mille, the little 
town on the ratiread, to which Michigan's 
trade is tributary. David died in 1890, and 
his wife, Jane, in 1894. 

Godfrey Rockefeler died in 1857, at the 
age of 74, and his wife 10 years later, at the 
age of 81. Almost the entire family lived 
to old age.
